than October 31, 2011, in compliance with the court's previously-established deadline. 





3. Apple isto undertake all reasonable efforts to avoid multiple booking of inventor 
depositions 


4. Tothe extent a dispute regarding scheduling of these depositions remains, the court 





will entertain a request fora further telephonic argument without delay. The parties are warmed, 
however, that a further argument on this dispute will ikely esul in he issuance of sanctions, 


All other relief requested by Samsung is DENIED.
